BEVISED LAND LAWS

Recommendation of Secretary
Ballinger In His First Report.

Legislation Necessary to Enable the
Government to Retain Control of
Water Power and Reservoir Sites on
the Publie Domain—Private Enter-
priee to Be Encouraged Under Na:
tional Supervision and Control.

A strong recommendation that the
publie lunds and other natural ra
rources ghall be held In control of the
government that the lund laws shall be
ro changwd as to prevent further dep-
redutions on the publlec domuin, nnd
fin emphatie declaration of his bellef
In the polley of conserviation, briefly
rummarizes the first report of Richard
A. Bulllnger as secretary of the In-
terior,

Becrotary Balllnger's report, it s
known, wng scrutinized by President
Tafy before it was given out for pub-
Heation und reflects the attitude the
adminigtrition will assume in  the
matter of congervation, The Taft pol
fey I8 expressed briefly In this states
ment takep from Secretary Ballinger's
report:

“In thiy present polley of consery.
Ing the natural resources of the pub-
lle domain. while development is the
keynote, the best thought of the day
18 not that development shall be by
national ageneles, but that wise utlli-
ration shall be secured through pri-
viilte enterprise under natlonal super-
vislon and control.”

The Immediate provocation for the
Balllnger-Pinchot row wag based upon
a charge Involving tremendously val-
uable coal lands In Alaskn. It wasal
leged that Mr, Ballinger had shown an
undue interest in hastening to patent
«wlalms for cosl lands In which the
Cunningham Interests, which he had
formerly represented ns counsel, were
concerned.

In this connectlon he makes an im.
portant recommendation with a view
“to preventing monopaly or extortion”
In the disposal of lands bearing coal.
On this polnt he says:

YA+ regards  pew  legisintion the
preaent conl land laws respecting the
wintes and territories, as well as Alas-
kn, should be supplnnted by an aet
fully meeting existing g5 well as fu-
ture conditions. The inducements for
much of the crime and fraud, both eon-
striative and actual, committed under
the present system can be prevented
by separating the right to mine from
the title to the soll.

“1 belleve the most advantageous
method will be found In & measure aus
thorizing the lease or sale of the coal
deposits In the lands, subject to for-
felture for fallnre to exerclse the
rights granted under such rensonable
regulations ax may be imposed.

CHERRY MINE SEALED

Bodies of 200 Miners Cannot Be Re-
covered For Three Months,

Not since the recovery of the first
bodles from the depths of the fire-
wrecked St. Paul mine at Cherry, I,
hive such scenes been  witnessed
as the heart rending plcture at the
sealed mouth of the mine. Hundreds
of griefsiricken women, with worn
fucos and fatheriess chilldren clinging
in fear to their dresses, gathered in
groups about the shaft of the mine,
sobbing and moaning. Thelr sucred
dend are Jost forever,

The realizatlon of the horrible end
of the great disaster has aroused o
frantic grief, Women fell on thelr
kneer, dragging thelr ohlldren with
them, sobbing out their cries of de-
gpalr. Many mey In Cherry still
cling to the boliet that with the seal-
ing of the mige living men among the
nearly 200 still missing, have been
doomed to death.

Mine experts spout the idea apd
state that such Is an Impossibility.

“Nothing ean be done until the fire
has died out and the extreme danger
of enterlng the shaft is ellminated,”
doclared W. W. Taylor, superintend-
ent of the mine,

It was said by mine owners that
the mine would be sealed for at least
three months untll the present dan-
gerous  fire Is  smothered, Despite
this, It was said on good authority that
the mine shaft was lo be permanently
senled and another shaft opened.

RAILWAY LEGISLATION

Large Portion of Message to Be
Devoted to This Subject.

Two Bills Prepared by Attorney Gen
eral Wickersham In  Accordance
With Polley Outlined by the Presi
dent In His Des Moines Speech
Provision For Changes In the Inter
state Commerce Act — Conference
With Railroad Men.

Washington, Nov. 30.— An {mport:
£nt conference was held at the White
House to put the finishing touches on
the proposed leglslation amending the
Intergtate commerce act. This pro
posed legizlation will be submitted to
cougress at Its approaching session.

The two bills prepared by Attorney
General Wickersham under the di
rection of the preaident In conformity
with the policy outlined by the pres
Ident In his Des Molnes spesch were
up for conslderation. In addition to
the president and the attorney gen:
eral, the partielpants in the confer
epce Included Senators Elkins and
Cumming and Franklin K. Lane, inter
state commerce commissioner,

Secretary of War Dickinson, Se¢
retary of Agriculture Wilson and
Frank B. Kellogg, the trust buster,
were In the cabinet room at various
times during the conference but did
not particlpate in it to any great ex-
tent.

The bills under the present plans
will be introduced in congress as soon
after It meets as possible, No one
was selected to lead the fight in elther
branch of congress, but the president
can find many men to take care ol
the measure, It {s belleved, when he
wants them.

Some of the vresident's caliers are
of the opinion that to his mind rall
road legislation s most important,
and expecto to gee a large portion «
the message aevoted to that subject.
The bill which will have the admin
istration's support will  provide the
changes In the Interstate commerce
act which Mr. Taft has spoken of In
recent nddresses and which were re
viewed by Attorney General Wickers.
